CRUNCHY CRISPNESS 
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THE SAVAGELY DESTRUCTIVE daylight air raid on the docks 
and shipping of Rotterdam is vividly pictured by Montague Black. 
In one day two woves of Blenheim bombers set fire to many water¬ 
front warehouses and factories and sank or badly crippled Nazi 
ships numbering 26 and totalling 152,000 tons. The largest vessel 


was the 17,000-ton motor ship Baloeram shown in the centre. The 
chief hero of the raid, a Canadian squadron leader, dexterously 
side-slipping between the ship's mast and an aerial electrically 
charged cable on the wharf, created havoc on the Baloeram when 
he placed, with dire effect, a bomb squarely between its funnels. 



ITALIAN SHIPPING in the Mediterranean was given the same 
kind of super-bombing as Rotterdam, Bremen, Kiel, Hamburg and 
Axis-held ports in France and Norway. Making mock of claims 
that the Mediterranean is an Italian sea, British aircraft have re¬ 
cently bombed Naples and Syracuse, and in Libya have inflicted 


exceptionally heavy damage on Tripoli and Bengazi. The artist 
shows the damage done by fighter planes at sea to Italian motor 
torpedo craft that ventured too close to a convoy.

Big as they seem, they are small fry 
when stacked up against the immense bombers showering Germany nearly every night and which, later on, airmen and ground crews trained 
in Canada will fly and service. The complex education they receive in machine handling and care qualifies them to cope with what's to come. 


C ANADA'S AIR FORCE is a complex and intricate organization, 
for keeping a big bomber in the air requires the service on the 
ground of a corps of craftsmen greatly outnumbering its crew. 
Close to 50 different crafts, skills and professions are repre¬ 
sented in the air force personnel, though the official categories 
such as aero mechanic, air frame mechanic, fabric worker, armorer, 
electrician, dope man and so forth are fewer in number. Some are 
versatile enough to handle half a dozen different jobs not offi¬ 
cially listed. The force, too, is a hive of clerks and bookkeepers. 






THE WINGS OF THE BEST of planes can get torn and this fabric 
worker, who can thread a needle with any woman, has a job of 
great importance. He's expert, too, in the packing of parachutes. 


THERE IS PLENTY of demand for expert machinists in the air 
force, for just as much skill is needed to repair planes and to 
keep them at all times airworthy as to produce them originally. 












AS THE WAR PROGRESSES, bombers and fighter planes carry 
more and deadlier cannon and machine-guns, add to the thickness 
of their armor and drop bigger bombs. This increases the value of 


an armorer to an air force: He's seen here making sure that the 
bomb racks function. He is responsible for the effective working 
of all the offensive weapons with which airplanes are equipped.

T he air school at camden, s.c., 

is one of six in the U.S. which will 
graduate 8,000 British pilots a year. The 
first group of 550 fledglings left England in 
June, knowing only they were going to an 
unidentified country with a temperate 
climate. A new class follows every few 
weeks. Most of the Camden cadets are 
from middle or upper middle-class families, 
and many had good jobs before the war in 
business or professions. Their conversa¬ 
tion is all about flying, and most of them 
now want to go on flying after the war. 
They crowd in a full program from reveille 
at 5.45 a.m. to supper at 6 p.m., and study 
for two and a half hours every night. 


DUNKING FOR SOLOING is the reward for cadets when they newly sprout 
wings. Flying-cadet tradition really calls for ducking in swimming pool or 
lake, but it is to the showers for this man as the Camden pool is not ready yet.
